Consideration  has  been  given  to  the  enlargement  of  the  plants  at 
Groby ,  Ratby  and  Desford  and  these  proposals  are  now  in  the  hands 
of  the  Engineers. 
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PRE VALENCE  AND  CONTROL  OVER  INFECTIOUS  D 1  S,E ASE 

During  the  year  1949;  369  cases  of  infectious  disease 
WERE  NOTIFIED  AS  COMPARED  WITH  397  CASES  IN  THE  PREVIOUS  YEAR. 

THIS  DECREASE  IN  NOTIFICATIONS  WAS  DUE  TO  LESS  CASES  OF  MEASLES 
AND  WHOOPING  COUGH.  IN  194-8  THERE  WERE  329  CASES  OF  MEASLES  AS 
COMPARED  WITH  176  CASES  IN  1 949 •  THERE  WERE  ALSO  103  CASES  OF 
WHOOPING  COUGH  AS  COMPARED  WITH  1 80  CASES  IN  THE  PREVIOUS  YEAR.
